Vioronta. B. C., Sept. 18.— [Special.] —It 
Was at the most western point of their jour- 
ney that the newspaper section of the Villard 
party had one of the most peculiar expe- 
riences. Upon arriving at Victoria the 
principal resident members of the Pro- 
vincial Government of British Columbia 
were invited to meet them at lunch on 
board the steamer North Pacific, which 
Mr. Villard had turnished for the 2 
the Prime Minister the Hon. Willias 
Smith, tha Hon. John Roberson, Provincial 
Secretary. and Minister of Finance, Mr. Red- 
fern, Mayor of Victoria, Mr. Francis, the 

American Consul, and Mr. Higgins, the 
editor of the Colonist, of Victoria. 

AN OPEN INSULT. 

In replying to the toast of The Queen,” 
Premier Smith made a speech which was ev- 
idently the expression of views which had 
heen long pondered, and no doubt 
represented the opinions of a. large 
part of his constitnency. The 
annexation of British Columbia or any part 
to the United States he declared impossible, 
but the future would certainly bring to pass 
the annexation ofa part of the Pacific coast 
section of the United States to British Co- 
lumbia. It was in that province with its vast 
deposits of coal, with exhaustless timber, 
with its unparalleled harbors, with illimita-. 
ble wheat fields behind it, and with 
the new type it was breeding of men and 
women of unapproachable physique, that the 
Star of Empire was to reach its final zenith. 
Through British Columbia the pathway of 
Asiatic trade was 1,000 miles shorter than by 
San Francisco. That fact and the ab- 
sence of coal in California and the 
speedy absorption of all the arabie land 
tributary to it showed that San Francisco 
had about reached its highest development. 
Portland could not carry jacross the wen 


magnificent commerce that 
Asia Is offering us. It was in British Colum- 
bia that the northwestwardly march of civ- 
ilizahon was to reach its culmination. 
A VAINGLORIOUS BRITON. 

Passing beyond the delineation of the tut 
ure glories of this province, the Premier, 
with less tact than might have been ex- 
pected, proceeded to prophesy the certain 
dissolution of the American Union. “ It is,” 
he said, a matter of deep conviction with 
me and with many others who have atten- 
tively considered the drift of affairs in 
the United States that that country cannot 
continue undivided. Its elements of vopu- 
lation are too varied, the interests of its dif- 
ferent sections are too diverse. The day will 
come when it must zo to when 
that day comes British Columbia Will be glad 
to take into her arms that fragment of it 
which is her natural neighbor.“ 
INDIGNATION—A NICE GANG TO LIVE AMONG. 

The indignation of the Americans at the 
utterance of such sentiments was great, 
though as hosts they forbore to express it,

rancor against the Union during the 
late War reached its most venomous 
development. Victoria was a perfect hotbed 
of § onism. it was hardly safer for a 
Union man to express his sentiment there 
thafi in Charleston. :

crowd. After breaking the hotel caster over 
their heads he had to fight his way out with 
his revolvef. At the river edge he found an 
Indian with a canoe whom he induced to 
take him down PugetSound to the United 
States mainland. It was such men as Premier 
Smith that fostered this hatred of the Amer- 
ican Union and Union men. 
THR DESIRE FOR SEPARATION. 

Part of his subject to which Premier 
Smith did not venture to allude was the 
strong feeling which has always in 
British Columbia for separation from the 
British Empire. is reached fever 
heat when it seemed a few years 
ago that the Canadian Government 
would not carry out the project of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Rallway to connect it with 
Canada and the Atlantic.

COREAN EMBASSY. 

ITS RECEPTION BY PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 

New York, Sept. 18.—[Special.|—The 
Corean Embassy was formally received to- 
day by President Arthur at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. The ceremony was most impressive, 
as well as being most interesting to those 
present. The reception was held in the main 
parlor on the Twenty-third street side of 
the hotel. Soon after 11 o*’clock President 
Arthur took his place in the centre of the 
parior. About him were grouped Secretary 


Frelinghuysen, Assistant-Secretary Davis, 


Lieut. T. M. Mason, and Ensign Foulk, of 
the United States navy, and Private-Secreta- 
ry Phillips. No others were admitted dur- 
ing the reception. In the corridors, betore 
entering, the Coreans made a prelim- 
inary salaam, bowing low, then Min 
Yong Ik, the Embassador: Hong Yong Sik, 
the Vice-Embassador; So Koung Pom, Sec- 
retary; Mr. Percival Lowell, the Foreign 
Secretary; together with the other five at- 
tachés, entered the parlor. They came in 
in single file. When all were inside the door 
all dropped low on their knees and made a 
salaam. Approaching the President they 
again made a salaam, this time after the fash- 
ion of Orieutal Princes—that is, bowink to 
one side instead of directly to the President. 
Arising they were then presented to the Pres- 
ident, Secretary Frelinghuysen introducing 
them in the order vf their rank. President 
Arthur bowed and shook hands with each. 
They were, then presented to others of the 
President’s suite. 
THEIR APPEARANCE. 

The Coreans were dressed in rich court 
robes, made expressly for the presentation 
to the President. Min Yong Ik, the most 
distinguished of the party, and with more 
courtiy bearing, wore a tunic of very rich 
plua-colored silk, which fell to his feet. 


‘Around his waist ne wore a belt inlaid with 


gold squares. On his b was an apron, 
richly embroidered with various figures of 
curious shapes. In the centre were two 
storks elaborately woven. On his head he 
wore a sugar-loafed hat made of horse hair 
and bamboo. Houg Yong Sik also wore a 
long plum-colored tunic of rich silk, and 
differed from that of his chiet in 
that his apron was not so elaborately em- 
brvidered aud was marked with only one 
stork.

n geutlemen professing a keen in- 
terest in the welfare of the Republican party 
of Chicago and Cook County are urging the 
formation of a “Central Club”; others, 
whose professions of loyalty to the party are 
not less earnest, are opposed to the move- 
nient. There have been two meetings of the 
County Cetitral Committee, and another is to 
de held next Saturday, to consider the mat- 
ter, and in the meantime the agitation ot the 
project pro and con goes on among the 
politicians. There is no indication that any 
special effort has been made to ascertain the 
sentiment of the rank and file of the party, 
and no definit plan of organization has yet 
been evolved which would cali for explicit 
approval or discouragement. 

The advantage to be gained from some 
such céntral organization as is proposed will 
depend entirely upon the vlan and the man- 
agetient thereof. A “Central Club” de- 
signed to enlist the active interest of good 
citizens in local affairs, and intended to ex- 
ercise an honest supervision over primaries 
and viections to prevent fraud, might be 
made an efficient agent in the promotion of 
party success by surrounding nominating 
conventions with better influences than 
those Which dominate too often, thus 
enabiing the party to appeal to the 
people with stronger claims than it does 
under the dictation of the professional 
politi¢ians. Thotough organization and act- 
ive personal interest would also be useful in 
protecting the primaries from the manipula- 
tion of cliques and the elections from frauds 
on the ballot-bex. But it is easy to conceive 
of a “Central-Ciub” system which might be 
perverted to the uses of the men who are 
ambitious to control party affairs and em- 
ployed as machinery to exclude the mass of 
Republican voters from a participation in the 
choice of candidates for whom they are ex- 
pected to vote. itis clear that one system of 
organization would be as objectionable as the 
other would be desirable. The present Re- 
pedlican club system was otganized origi- 
nally as a movement to reform primaries 
and in order to rescue the affairs of the party 
from certain dominating influences of a 
vicious character. But at the time of 
this organization (1871) Mr William 
Oiton, who was associated with Mr. 
Jackson 8. Sehultz in devising the system, 
predicted that it would not hold more than 
ten years, because itis the tendency of all 
political organizations to degenerate. This 
same system, honest and efficient as it was at 
the start, long since became a machine for 
excluding the mass of Kepublicon voters from 


dominant clique in maturing all their de- 
signs.’ A club organization is powerful for 
good or for evil according to its character, 
its methods, its designs, and its manage- 
ment. The future of any “Central Club” 
‘which may be established in Cook County 
will depend upon the plan of org anization, 
which has not yet been developed, and the 
character of the citizens who shall be prom- 
inently identified with it. 

The Chicago movement started ont with 
an error by coming forward with a platform 
or declaration of a political program. ‘The 
Republican party may be safely trusted to 
provide its own platform: if itshall make 
any serious mistakes in this direction, no 
club or Series of clubs can save it from de- 
feat. But it is not the function of any club 
to arrange a program for the party’s guid- 
ance. The resolutions originally proposed 
as a basis for organization called out an un- 
seemly controversy over the enforcenfent or 
nomenforeement of the laws.

brave the wrath of a whole Empire. 


Fiery appeals and incendiary exhortations 
like these have preceded every attack on 
Europeans in China. Eugland's anxiety for 
peace in view of this state of feeling, and of 
her trade circumstances, can be easily under- 
stood. All her interests and the wishes of 
her best men make her favor settling the 
Franco-Chinese difficulty by arbitration.

RAILROAD COMBINATION. 

‘Mr. Fink’s defense of railroad combination 
before the Senate Committee on Labor aud 
Education may be accepted so far as ad- 
mitting that a system of uniform rates with 
a guarantee of something like permanency 
is of more benefit to thé public than spas- 
modic warfare between competing lines, 
followed by extortion as a means to recoup 
their losses. But the fatal defect in the ex- 
isting system is, that combination now is 
utterly irresponsible to the public, and only 
restrained by the natural competition which 
the waterways furnish during a part of the 
year. Mr. Fink remains steadfast in his 
opinion that the railroad companies should 
be let alone to manage their own busi- 
ness in their oon way. lle speaks 
as a well-paid employé of the railroads, 


and does not reflect public opinion. The 


trouble is, that the railroad managers do not 
understand that the interests of the public 
and the railroads are identical,” as Mr. Fink 
maintains. If they admitted that they 
would not seek to use combination for the 
purpose of extortion nor encourage the par- 
alleling of their lines by excessive protits. 
Mr. Fink himself does not understand the 
real identity of interest between the rail- 
roads and the public, for he told the Senate 
committee plainly that “he did not — 
was any evidence a railroad was cliarg 

too high rates because it was paying 20 per 
cent dividends on its stock.“ ‘The people 
entertain a very different idea of the com- 
munity of interest between the rail 
roads and the public. The Crédit Mo- 
bilier system has prevailed so uni- 
versally in the railread construction of this 
country that the payment of exorbitant divi- 
dends on watered stock, over and above the 
interest paid on the bonds which represent 
in most instanees the cost of construction, is 
the very best evidence the people can have 
that the rates are exorbitant.

It 
is because the public has no representation 
and no protection in the combination system 
that the system is condemned, and so long as 
the railroads arrogate to themselves the right 
to regulate their own profits by the single 
standard of “earning capacity when com- 
petition is stifled, the pablic will continue to 
strive for the interposition of a higher power 
upon the original common-law principle.

ACCOMPANYING Henry Villard were a 
large party of journalists, who, after the dis- 
integration of the spiking expedition, pushed 
on to Victoria.

fora Presidéntial Nomination. 
[New York Sun, Sept. 17.|—We peruse 
with curious interest the variegated reflections 
which are now going around concerning the 
sad mistake of those journalists who allow their 
minds to be led away by a desire for the 
gtandeurs-and giories of public office. Some of 
these disqaisitions are affecting, especially that 
of Brother Watterson dwelling with tearful em- 
phasis on the feelings suggested to him by 
standing in imagination over the grave of the 
late Dr. Greeley. Just as if everybody did not 
understand that the one mistake of Dr. Greeley 
consisted in not getting elected after he gut 
nominated. } 

The truth is, that it is just as proper for a jour- 
nalist as for any other man to aspire after that 
evidence of the esteem: and confidence of his 
fellow-citizens which ie contarmed in election to 
political office. Whether he will or will not be a 
candidate is a matter for his own judgment and 
for the judgment of the people who are to de- 
cide the question. If they want him, and choose 
delegates to tominate him, and if he is willing 
to accept the nomination and to stand the 
chances of an election, he has a perfect right so 
to do; and all the whims and ali thé wisdom of 
other foiks need not influeoce him in the least. 
So it was with Brother Watterson When be ran 
for 1 like the dashifig veteran that be 
is, was elected; and so it will be with any 
other fellow who is worth a snap of one’s flu- 
gers. 

Among the considerations which are urged 
upou this mowentous yet beguiling topic, one 
of those that are presented by the Bridgeport 
Farmer seems to us peculiarly unsound. ** Prob- 
ably there are very few men,” says the Farmer, 
““who made so many enemies as do editors, and 
generally uncousciously. This id the great ob- 
stacie in the way of journaliste who desire polit- 
jcal preferment.” 

Of course a journalist makes enemies. It he 
does his duty aad speaks freely of all public 
questions and public men, he must make ene- 
mies. A journalist who has no enemies 
of chat sort is not worth talking about; and, 
indaed, he will not be talked about very 
mutch. But does it occur to the mind of the 
Farmer that where such a journalist makes 
one enemy be makes a thousand friends? Or 
that the enemies are for the most part close 
around him, while the friends are scattered 
over the whole land? There is nothing which 


‘gains tne confidence of the people mote than 


free speech, honestly appiled and directed by 
sound and wise judgement. It is all a question 
of justice, discretion, and sincerity. If the ed- 
itor of a newspaper is just, discreet, and sin- 
cere, all the enemies be makes can do him no 
harm, while the friends he makes will stick by 
bim to the last. The fact that be bas stood up 
in the rougti-and-tumble contests of public life, 
and given hard biows as well as taken them, is a 
tact that heips him more than it hurts. Instead 
of being an obstacle in his way, itis a great and 
a cheéring advaviage. Let our friend of the 
Bridgeport Farmer revise his opinion, and we 
think be will conclude that these erinilties 
amount to nothing that shold disqualify a 
journalist for becoming an Alderman, Assem- 
biyman, Seaator, Collector of the Customs, Gor- 
ernor, or President, 

Nevertbeiess, our advice retrains the same as 
before. The journalist bad better not calculate 
about running for public office. It draws off dis 
thoucuts trom that lotty and philosophie im- 
partiality which is their normal condition. One 
of bia duties is to examine the qualifications ot 
candidates, and to aid the voters in selecting the 
best; but ff be becomes a candidate himeeif, 
how can he do that duty? Besides, is it not a 
much bigger thing to edit an independent news- 
paper, with a few hundreds of thousands of 
readers, than to bold any Official station? Is it 
not more delightful to make Governors or Pres- 
idents than to be Governor or —pro- 
vided you make good ones? 

We tender once more to Brother Watterson 
and to the editor of the Bridgeport Farmer the 
assurance of our distinguished consideration. 
They are good fellows, both of them.

Tue Denver Tribune a few days ago had 
an interesting interview with an intelligent 
“cow-boy” on the business of cattle-raising. 
According to him there is an aristocratic and a 
plebeian elémeat among the cattle mes on the 
piains. These’ two classes are those who own

ateers. The former are the smaller investors 
and the latter the wealthy stockmen. The lat- 
ter buy the yearlings from the cow-berders and 
graze them until they become beeves, when 
they sell them to the various buyers, topping 
out the finest for the Bastern and foreign mar- 
kets, and sending the tailings into us at the 
same price. This system of monopolizing the 
beef cattle in the bands of the heavy capital- 
ists is what is now keeping up the price 
of beef, although some of the stockmen 
do not know it themselves and have only 
adopted the system to avoid being bothered 
with cows. The shipment of beef to England 
had become a large factor. In the last. three 
years there has been such & heavy investment 
of Scotch and English capital that it isa fact 
that three-fourths of the cattle interest of 
Texas, Colorado, and Wyomifig is now owned 
and eontrolled by it. The ranges are being 
gradually eficroachéed upon, as they were in 
Texas, and are becoming more crowded every 
year, while the market for the productis ex- 
tending every year. Cattle that sold in 1680 for 
$22 a head are now worth $30, with the prospect 
that the price will go up jnstead of down. 


Tur Canadian Sanitary Association, which 
has just been organized in Kingston, Canada, 
promises to be an exceedingly successful and 
useful institution. As briefly described by its 
prominent promoters, it will embrace in mem- 
bership not only medical men, but civil en- 
gineers, architects, chemists, biologists, and all 
interested in sanitary reform. One of its priu- 
cipal objects will be the consideration of all 
sanitary questions and the discussion among ex- 
perts in sanitary science and those who feel 
au interest in guch subjects of the various 
problems in sanitary svience.
